Brooklyn Eagle Shut 
By Walkout Of CIO 


NEW YORK IV—The Brooklyn 
Eagle, major daily newspaper in 
that borough, was shut today by 
a strike of 315 members of the 
CIO American Newspaper Guild. 
Frank Schroth Jr., assistant to 
the publisher, said, “there will be 
no editions today.” 
Composing room workers and 
members of other craft unions, 
failed to show up this morning for 
work and apparently were observ­ 
ing the ANG picket lines. 
Several hours after the walkout 
started at midnight the paper said 
it had not definitely decided wheth- > 
er to make an effort to publish. 
Now in its 114th year, the Eagle 
has an afternoon circulation of 
130,000 and 165,000 on Sunday. In 
addition to Brooklyn, much of its 
circulation is on Long Island. 
The ANG workers are employed 
in the editorial, business and other 
departments of the paper. They 
are seeking a $5.80 package in­ 
crease in a two-year contract. 
This is similar to the pattern 
recently established on seven pa­ 
pers in metropolitan New York. 
Some 321 craft union workers on 
the Eagle also received the same 
increase. 
The Eagle had offered the guilds- 
men a $1.40 boost now and $1 next 
year under a two-year pact. 
The Guild, which has a weekly 
top minimum of $131.50, rejected 
this.

Children Misspell 
Word ‘Question9 
152 Various Ways 
BERKELEY, Calif. — The word 
“question” proved more of a spell­ 
ing hurdle to a group of grade 
school children recently than any 
other common words they were 
asked to spell. 
This was revealed in a report 
delivered to the 121st convention 
of t h e American Association for 
the Advancement of Science on the 
University of California campus. 
The study of student spelling was 
conducted by Dr. George C. Kyte, 
professor of education at U. C. The 
results of his research were pre­ 
sented tabularly, according to the 
number of misspellings per grade 
and the number of ways a word 
was misspelled. 
The total number of spelling er­ 
rors ranged from 87 for “almost” 
to 276 for “question.” 
The number of different ways of 
misspelling a word ranged from 
four for “to" to 152 for, y o u 
guessed it. “question.” 
Young children in error liked to 
spell it “qustion” and older ones 
most often made it “quistion.” 
Kyte believes much of the value 
of his study is his finding that 
many of the errors can be antici­ 
pated and thus corrected. 
For example, three typical mis­ 
spellings of “begin” include 139 of 
the 245 cases. In some cases the 
factors causing misspellings are in­ 
ferable, such as a tendency to omit 
silent vowels at the end of “be­ 
fore,” and “more.” 
The erroneous doubling of t h e 
consonant — “allmost,” “ allrea­ 
dy,” “carefull” — also was com­ 
mon. 
There are still plenty of ques­ 
tions to be answered but the big­ 
gest question m ark is the word it­ 
self.

Po ssessio n Is Nine Po ints 
One of the p rickly realities of the civil wars 
that will keep Asiatics busy for a long time 
to come is the large number of unresolved is­ 
sues about who owns what in Asia and why . 
No one knows who owns Formosa, although 
it is being assumed that it must belong to 
Chinese Nationalists under the loose rule that 
p ossession is nine p oints of the law. 
However, if Formosa were to come under a 
United Nations trusteeship as p art of a deal 
for a cease-fire agreement, the Nationalist claim 
would be clouded. Some day . the issue of tech­ 
nical sovereignty wdll have to be settled. 
From 1895 to the end of World War II. For­ 
mosa belonged to Jap an under the treaty end­ 
ing the Sino-Janap ese War. The Cairo Declara­ 
tion of 1943 contained a p ledge that Manchuria, 
Formosa and the Pescadores Islands wmuld be 
•‘restored” to the Rep ublic of China. The Soviet 
Union reluctantly agreed to this, but made sure 
in 1945 that Manchuria was surrendered to 
Communist troop s, not to Chinese troop s. The 
latter did p reside over the surrender of Formosa 
and the Pescadores Islands, however. 
But no treaty has established Chinese sov­ 
ereignty in Formosa, either that of the Chi­ 
nese Rep ublic iChiang Kai-shek) or the Peo­ 
p le’s Rep ublic of China (Mao Tse-tung), That 
is the great unresolved territorial issue of the 
Chinese civil war. Neither Chinese regime can 
be secure w’hile the other remains in ex istence, 
and Formosa is the only available refuge for 
Chiang Kai-shek’s followerS| 
It is not imp rop er to bear in mind while 
statesmen, dip lomats and militarists make the 
welking ring with strident observations about 
what is involved in Asia’s squabbles that one 
of the p rincip al things involved is real estate. 
It may not be as ex citing as ideologies and 
slogans, but it has caused more bloodshed than 
all of them combined. 


No Mo re Ho sta g es 
Only one basis of criticism could be used 
against Secretary of State Dulles for deny ing 
visiting p ermits to relatives of p risoners held 
by Chinese Reds. 
It does not satisfy the strong p ersonal emo­ 
tions involved w'hen loved ones are In danger. 
But Secretary Dulles and most of the relatives 
who have been interviewed share the op inion 
that the case of the p risoners held by the Chi­ 
nese Reds is too touchy to be made any 
touchier. 
It was out of character for the Chinese Reds to 
Issue invitations to the relatives of the p ris­ 
oners in the first p lace. Only one conclusion 
could be reached—that the Reds hop ed to multi­ 
p ly the bargaining p ower the p risoners rep ­ 
resented, by arranging for their relatives to 
visit them and to dramatize their p light. 
Secretary Dulles knows what many Americans 
forget, that there is a limit to the p rice the 
United States can p ay for the release of the 
p risoners. Of the thousands of men embroiled in 
the Korean War, many of them fatally , these 
few have been ex p loited by their cap tors so 
successfully that any thing adding further to the 
barbaric use of human misery as a bargaining 
p ower would be contrary to American interests. 
In its efforts to bring about the p risioners’ 
release, the United States would be foolish in­ 
deed to add any more hostages to the bargain­ 
ing stock of the Chinese Communists.

Thf* Sho rt AihI Lo ii" Of It 
A p rop osal before the Ohio General Assembly 
to tax king-size cigarets three cents while re­ 
taining the ex isting two-cent tax on regular 
sizes raises some questions about the size of 
cigarets in general. 
The king size is merely a relative measure­ 
ment. In the course of comp etition, some manu­ 
facturer may sp ring a “dictator size” on the 
trade. Or an “H-bomb size.” Or p ossibly an 
“interp lanetary size.” 
In the other direction, graded downward from 
the two and three-quarter tube that p asses for 
“regular size.” cigarets could dwindle to “baby 
grand size” and “sp inet size.” to borrow from 
the idea that p roduced the king-size models, a 
“p rince size.” 
Most of 4the cost of cigarets is due to tax a­ 
tion. not the amount of tobacco the cigaret 
contain. There might be a trend toward diversi­ 
fied sizes if cigaret tax es were adjusted to the 
length of the container, but the amount of to­ 
bacco p robably w’ould be about the same. 
'This does not take into account the p otential 
length of the filter tip s lately p op ular with 
cigaret smokers. A generation ago, w’hen cigar­ 
et holders were the best way to keep away 
from tobacco, the holders grew to gargantuan 
p rop ortions—arm’s length, in some cases. 
It never has been the size of the cigaret that 
mattered, either to the smoker or the tax col­ 
lector. It’s the habit that jields the p leasure 
and the revenue.

President Eisenhower wants to 
know' just how much of America’s 
industry has been bought up by 
workers’

funds.

in 
labor-man- 
agement p acts 
—have affect­ 
ed the 
stock 
market. 
A task force will be named short­ 
ly to learn whether this stockp ile 
of billions has help ed to sky rocket 
the stock market this p ast y ear. 
Many of Eisenhower’s braintrust- 
ers believe that the multi-billion 
dollar funds are resp onsible for the 
jet p rop ulsion of Wall Street’s 
“blue-chip ” securities. 
Out of such a study will come 
news that can set the Soviet p rop ­ 
agandists on their left ears. For 
there is no longer any doubt that 
American labor leaders today are 
among the world’s most astute in­ 
vestors, realtors and financiers. 


NOT ALONE in this field is the 
teamsters’ union p resident 
D a ve 
Beck, who the other day p roudly 
p roclaimed he is a millionaire. 
'There are scores of labor lead­ 
ers today who are successful busi­ 
nessmen. John L. Lewis, for ex ­ 
amp le, sp ends almost as much 
time running his National Bank of 
Washington these day s as he does 
in his United Mine W’orkers head­ 
quarters. 
Sen. Pat McNamara (D-Mich) is 
not only the veteran unp aid p resi­ 
dent of a Detroit steamfitters un­ 
ion local, but also a fairly affluent 
vice-p resident in charge of sales 
for Stanley -Carter Co., Detroit in­ 
dustrial p lumbing a nd 
heating 
firm. 
The teamsters Union’s influential 
vice - p resident, James R, Hoffa, 
has considerable p ersonal invest­ 
ments and has had his union’s p en­ 
sion and w’elfare fund buy 2 mil­ 
lion dollars worth of Montgomery - 
Ward stock. 
The records are not y et avail­ 
able, but it soon will be evident 
that Hoffa is not the only labor 
official who has taken such action 
in the Montgomery -Ward situation. 
'This involves the fight by finan- 
ci T-industrialist Louis Wolfson to 
win control of the mammoth mail 
order and retail firm. Right now 
there is a sp ecial agent making 
the rounds of labor circles seeking 
heavy investments in Montgomery - 
Ward stock so it can be voted for 
Wolfson in the showdown 
p rox y 
count this sp ring. 
Not only are unions working to 
unseat curent managers of cor­ 
p orations, but some have come to 
the aid of management in p rox y 
fights. 


L.%TE L.\ST December, Chicago 
and Detroit locals of the United 
Auto Workers Union, whose nation­ 
al p resident is W’alter Reuther, 
urged their members to buy stock 
in the Motor Products Corp . for 
which they worked. The members 
were asked to sign p ay roll deduc­ 
tion agreements so they could p ick 
up at least 5,000 shares a month 
and thus increase the value of the 
stock. 
The objective was to jack the 
p rice up so high that it would be­ 
come unp rofitable for the General 
Tire and Rubber Co. to buy the 
Motor Products Corp . The CIO un- 


ion came to the aid of the Motor 
Products management because the 
labor leaders wanted to deal with 
them in p reference to the rubber 
firm—which finally withdrew. 
There is no limit to the ty p e of 
labor investments. The other day 
the AFL’s influential, and recently 
revamp ed, international Brother­ 
hood of Electrical Workers bought 
m.ajority stock control of the 
4 mil­ 
lion dollar American Standard Life 
Insurance Co. of Washington, as 
an investment for the union’s p en­ 
sion fund. 


THIS COMPANY is authorized 
to write all kinds of life insur­ 
ance. Not only will the union’s own 
i multi-million dollar welfare and 
I p ension fund insurance be handled 
' by the comp any , but it will com­ 
p ete on the op en market for other 
insurance business. 
Just what effect all such transac­ 
tions will have on business no one 
can tell—and President Eisenhow­ 
er wants to know. To date there 
hasn’t been any effort by labor to 
combine its holdings and vote its 
stock in a bloc to control any big 
business. 
However, there is no doubt that 
John Lewis, through his bank; 
Dave Beck, who will have the au­ 
thority to invest some 7 million 
dollars of teamsters funds, or the 
other labor leaders, with influence 
in the welfare and p ension p ool of 
22 billion dollars already h a ve 
strong voices inside American in­ 
dustry . 


Ditch Pa v iiients 


Any body who takes the Panama 
Canal for granted, along with our 
jurisdiction over the Canal Zone 
(a narrow right-of-way strip cross­ 
ing the isthmus» and who never 
think of Panama until a p residen­ 
tial assassination, might be re­ 
minded that negotiations between 
the U.S. and Panama for renewal 
of our waterw'ay rights down there 
have been under dicker for nearly 
18 months. 
The new agreement has just now 
got to the p oint of signatures, and 
Panama was in p osition to p ut us 
over the barrel and did so.

Seldom in the 'history of the 
United States Senate has there 
been an address of statesmanship 
comp arable to that delivered by 
Sen. George, chairman of the For­ 
eign Relations Committee, as he 
up held President Eisenhower’s re- ' 
quest for unrestricted authority to i 
use the armed forces to defend I 
Formosa and the American de­ 
fense line in the Far East. 
| 
In contrast to the p etty quibbles 
of some of his colleagues and the 
i 
narrow interp retations which they 
interjected to hamstring the Amer­ 
ican forces if they should be at­ 
tacked from the small islands off 
j 
the coast of China, the Georgia ; 
senator made clear in his sp eech | 
that this is not the time to give ' 
the enemy a p rivileged sanctuary i 
of retreat, as was the case in 
I 
Korea. 
Such Americanism is a thrilling 
j 
ex hibition of the sp irit that has 
governed the nation in all its p ast 
crises. It was esp ecially stimulatr | 
ing to hear this doctrine from the ! 
lip s of this senator — a veteran 
in ex p erience in foreign affairs — 
i 
as he cast aside all p artisanship I 
and focused on the central issue. 


INSTEAD OF leading to a p re- 
j 
ventive war — which is the smoke- 
i 
screen raised against all p rop er 
defense measures whenever it suits 
critics to use that term to break i 
down American firmness — Sen. 
George showed how the American 
p olicy could deter the aggressor, 
p revent a big war from hap p ening, 
and insure p eace. 
“I ask each man here,” declared 
George, “if the Congress of the 
United States is willing to with­ 
hold its moral sup p ort from the 
President of the United States un­ 
der these circumstances, what is 
y our alternative? I ask each man 
what is his alternative?” 
This was a challenging p oint ad­ 
dressed to the restrictionists — 
those who would, in effect, notify 
the enemy that American ship s 
could be fired on and that the 
American Congress was unwilling 
to vote the authority to fire back. 
Sen. George’s most telling p oint 
— and one that w'as p ersuasively 
p resented, too, by Sen. Knowland, 
in the p revious day ’s debate — is 
that nobody knows from what p oint 
Formosa might be attacked and 
that it is imp erative to notify the 
Red Chinese there would be un­ 
restricted retaliation. 
The effectiveness of the resolu­ 
tion is that it tells the whole world 
America not only will defend For­ 
mosa but will not 
hesitate* to 
bomb the ap p roaches within 
a 
radius of several hundred miles 
if such a step b#^comes necessary 
to p rotect American ship s and 
military installations. 


THE SAME OLD CRY — which 
has been heard again and again 
in instances of ap p easement or in 
ep isodes in which there has been 
a fateful hesitation — has been re­ 
p eated this w'eek in the Senate. It 
is that the p assage of the resolu­ 
tion might bring on war. 
Risks are alway s p resent in the 
evolution of international p olicy , 
but an unwillingness to make a 
clear statement of what counter­ 
force will be brought to bear 
against an attacking force can only 
lead, as it has many times before, 
to an out-break of a major war. 
The London Daily Mail in an 
editorial say s that such a clear 
warning as President Eisenhower 
can give by means of the joint 
resolution might — if issued be­ 
fore 1914 and 1939 — have p re­ 
vented two w’orld wars. 
More and more members of the 
Senate have begun to see the joint 
resolution not as a narrow legalis­ 
tic instrument of international p ol­ 
icy but as a p ronouncement on a 
moral issue — to make the aggres­ 
sors resp ect the neutrality of For­ 
mosa. Formosa today has not been 
given to the regime on the main­ 
land because it has violated inter­ 


national obligations, including a 
] 
flagrant act of aggression in Ko­ 
rea. 
The Chiang Kai-shek government 
is stiU the recognized government 
of China so far as the United States 
is concerned. Under international 
law, any request for military help ’ 
from a recognized government is 
granted in accord with tradition 
and custom. 


SO THE FORMOSA resolution 
meets all the requirements of in­ 
ternational law and at the same , 
time confirms the right of the 
United States to p rotect its mili- 
tary p osition in the Far East. 
i 
Some p eop le in the Senate have 
forgotten that it was from For­ 
mosa that the Jap anese p lanes 
i 


launched 
t h e i r 
attack 
which 
caused our defeat in the Philip ­ 
p ines in 1942. Had America been 
able to dominate the air a few 
hundred miles a r ound 
Formosa, 
the surrender at Bataan would 
never have occurred. 
The President has wisely assur­ 
ed Congress that he alone, as com­ 
mander in chief, will make the de­ 
cision as to when measures of re­ 
taliation against an attacking force 
will be ordered. For it will be with­ 
in his p ower to order American 
forces to rep el attack and also to 
go as far out as necessary in p ur­ 
suit of enemy p lanes. Had the U.S. 
forces been given that right, they 
would have won a victory in 
Korea.

A Sense Of Shy ness

"This 
dep artment’s 
continuous 
p ersonal p oll on matters of continu­ 
ing p ersonal interest reveals that 
shy ness is something all human 
beings are born with and try , with 
vary ing success, to conceal. 
They never succeed in overcom­ 
ing it; they only succeed in living 
with it, after a fashion. In this re­ 
sp ect, it is like fear, w'hich is 
something else aU p eop le p ossess 
and must learn to live with to the 
best of their ability . 
Self - assurance and cool cour­ 
age imp ress the w*atching world, 
but their p ossessors will admit 
nine times out of ten they are 
facades thrown up to conceal the 
shy ness and trep idation that lie 
behind them. 
There has been no secret about 
this in the case of courage. Brave 
men have admitted freely they had 
to rise above their cowardice to be 
brave. But there has been a se­ 
cret about the universality of shy ­ 
ness. 
Until attention was given to the 
things that cause men to be what 
they seem to be, it wasn’t even 
susp ected, for instance, that blus­ 
ter and cockiness were more like­ 
ly to be sy mp toms of timidity than 
boldness. 
Bluster and arm - twisting are 
ex treme signs of assertiveness. 
Most p eop le who feel shy are satis­ 
fied if they can conceal it only to 
the ex tent of not being visibly un- 


tomfortable when their shy ness 
p lagues them. 
Certainly among the p ublic fig­ 
ures of recent y ears the man least 
likely to have been thought of 
a n 
shy was Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
Yet, he once told a woman who 
was visibly flustered in his p res­ 
ence because she couldn’t rise 
above her shy ness that he had 
the same p roblem. 
He had learned how to solve it, 
he ex p lained, by concentrating his 
attention on s^me other p erson, in­ 
stead of on himself. By try ing to 
make the other p erson feel at ease, 
he made himself feel at ease, too. 
The logic of the advice is easy 
to follow, because shy ness comes 
from a mistaken belief that its vic­ 
tim is the center of all attention. 
It is egocentrism, a lop sided p oint 
of view from which the world 
seems to be revolving around one’s 
self. 'Therefore, any thing that p roj­ 
ects the individual into a larger 
circle of interest offsets his shy ­ 
ness. 
Unfortunately ,

are worse than the shy ness, itself, 
would be. But if it were better un- 
dertood what lies behind them it 
would be easier to forgive blushing 
violets that turn into cactuses and 
easier to understand the awful

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Possession Is Nine Points 


One of the prickly realities of the civil wars 
that will keep Asiatics busy for a long time 
to come is the large number of unresolved is­ 
sues about who owns what in Asia and why. 
No one knows who owns Formosa, although 
it is being assumed that it must belong to 
Chinese Nationalists under the loose rule that 
possession is nine points of the law. 
However, if Formosa were to come under a 
United Nations trusteeship as part of a deal 
for a cease-fire agreement, the Nationalist claim 
would be clouded. Some day, the issue of tech­ 
nical sovereignty will have to be settled. 
From 1895 to the end of World War II, For­ 
mosa belonged to Japan under the treaty end­ 
ing the Sino-Janapese War. The Cairo Declara­ 
tion of 1943 contained a pledge that Manchuria, 
Formosa and the Pescadores Islands would be 
“ restored” to the Republic of China. The Soviet 
Union reluctantly agreed to this, but made sure 
in 1945 that Manchuria was surrendered to 
Communist troops, not to Chinese troops. The 
latter did preside over the surrender of Formosa 
and the Pescadores Islands, however. 
But no treaty has established Chinese sov­ 
ereignty in Formosa, either that of the Chi­ 
nese Republic (Chiang Kai-shek) or the Peo­ 
ple’s Republic of China (Mao Tse-tung). That 
is the great unresolved territorial issue of the 
Chinese civil war. Neither Chinese regime can 
be secure while the other remains in existence, 
and Formosa is the only available refuge for 
Chiang Kai-shek’s followers^ 
It is not improper to bear in mind while 
statesmen, diplomats and militarists make the 
welking ring with strident observations about 
what is involved in Asia’s squabbles that one 
of the principal things involved is real estate. 
It may not be as exciting as ideologies and 
slogans, but it has caused more bloodshed than 
all of them combined. 


No More Hostages 


Only one basis of criticism could be used 
against Secretary of State Dulles for denying 
visiting permits to relatives of prisoners held 
by Chinese Reds. 
It does not satisfy the strong personal emo­ 
tions involved when loved ones are in danger. 
But Secretary Dulles and most of the relatives 
who have been interviewed share the opinion 
that the case of the prisoners held by the Chi­ 
nese Reds is too touchy to be made any 
touchier. 
It was out of character for the Chinese Reds to 
issue invitations to the relatives of the pris­ 
oners in the first place. Only one conclusion 
could be reached—that the Reds hoped to multi­ 
ply the bargaining power the prisoners rep­ 
resented, by arranging for their relatives to 
visit them and to dramatize their plight. 
Secretary Dulles knows what many Americans 
forget, that there is a limit to the price the 
United States can pay for the release of the 
prisoners. Of the thousands of men embroiled in 
the Korean War, many of them fatally, these 
few have been exploited by their captors so 
successfully that anything adding further to the 
barbaric use of human misery as a bargaining 
power would be contrary to American interests. 
In its efforts to bring about the prisoners’ 
release, the United States would be foolish in­ 
deed to add any more hostages to the bargain­ 
ing stock of the Chinese Communists.

The Short And Long Of It 
A proposal before the Ohio General Assembly 
to tax king-size cigarets three cents while re­ 
taining the existing two-cent tax on regular 
sizes raises some questions about the size of 
cigarets in general. 
The king size is merely a relative measure­ 
ment. In the course of competition, some manu­ 
facturer may spring a “dictator size” on the 
trade. Or an "H-bomb size.” Or possibly an 
“interplanetary size.” 
In the other direction, graded downward from 
the two and three-quarter tube that passes for 
“regular size.” cigarets could dwindle to “baby 
grand size” and “spinet size.” to borrow from 
the idea that produced the king-size models, a 
"prince size.” 
Most of4the cost of cigarets is due to taxa­ 
tion, not the amount of tobacco the cigaret 
contain. There might be a trend toward diversi­ 
fied sizes if cigaret taxes were adjusted to the 
length of the container, but the amount of to­ 
bacco probably would be about the same. 
This does not take into account the potential 
length of the filter tips lately popular with 
cigaret smokers. A generation ago, when cigar­ 
et holders were the best way to keep away 
from tobacco, the holders grew to gargantuan 
proportions—arm’s length, in some cases. 
It never has been the size of the cigaret that 
mattered, either to the smoker or the tax col­ 
lector. Ifs the habit that yields the pleasure 
and the revenue. 


“ I’m going to have a long and 
trying day tomorrow,” a man said 
to his wife, as he set the alarm 
clock and got ready for bed.

Ifs significant that the man felt 
that he needed such a s m a l l 
amount of additional time to pre­ 
pare for what he knew would be a 
tough day. Perhaps this was be­ 
cause it was his custom to spend 
some time with God each morning, 
at the start of each day, even an 
average, ordinary day. But, regard­ 
less of the length of time he usual­ 
ly gave to his morning prayers, he 
knew that an additional fifteen min­ 
utes, only a quarter of an hour, 
would carry him through the rough­ 
est kind of experience in his work 
day. 
So great is the power and in­ 
fluence of prayer! So vitalizing and 
energizing is communication with 
God! A few minutes with Him at 
the start of the day is better than 
another hour on the job. The job 
goes so much smoother. Problems 
either resolve themselves m o r e 
easily or fail to materialize at all. 
And a tough day turns out to be— 
not so tough after all. 
The man knew that in that first 


fifteen minutes of the morning he 
would have quiet and aloneness 
about him. There would be no noise 
or disturbance to interrupt his med- 
idation. He would start by thinking 
about nothing at all. And, as ex­ 
traneous thoughts would come into 
his mind, he would let loose of 
them, make no effort to hold them. 
Then, as his meditation led him to 
a feeling of detachment with world­ 
ly things, he would ask God for an 
interview. 
The rest would be between the 
man and his Maker, as such mo­ 
ments are always between the in­ 
dividual and his Maker. But the 
interview would be satisfying, en­ 
couraging, strengthening, and at 
the same time calming, comforting 
and assuring. 
Why will a man or woman go to 
God with problems of a strictly 
personal or family nature, and not 
go to God with the problems of a 
daily job? Surely, partnership with 
God is not confined to the home and 
church group! Surely, this partner­ 
ship is not meant to be something 
that cuts off during the eight hours 
of the average work day! It’s a 
sure thing that God does not mean 
it to be that way. He wants and 
welcomes a continuous relationship 
with men and women at all times, 
twenty-four hours a day. And, cer­ 
tainly, He does not want to be cut 
off from this partnership when He 
might be needed most! That could 
very well be on the job. 
Take Him to the job with you— 
to the store, to the office, to the 
workbench. Go with confidence, a 
confidence that He has given you 
before you start the day’s work. 
Then, during the day, when you’re 
waiting for a customer, or stand- 
ing-by on the phone, or “taking a 
break,” give Him a chance to guide 
you further, give Him a report on 
how you are doing, give Him a 
word of appreciation. Any work- 
partner likes to hear a word of 
appreciation once in awhile—even 
God.

President Eisenhower wants to 
know just how much of America's 
industry has been bought up by 
workers’ 
welfare 
and 
pension 
funds.

dollars mostly 
in 
labor-man- 
agement pacts 
—have affect­ 
ed the 
stock 
market. * 
A task force will be named short- 
ly to learn whether this stockpile 
of billions has helped to skyrocket 
the stock market this past year. 
Many of Eisenhower’s braintrust- 
ers believe that the multi-billion 
dollar funds are responsible for the 
jet propulsion of Wall Street’s 
“blue-chip” securities. 
Out of such a study will come 
news that can set the Soviet prop­ 
agandists on their left ears. For 
there is no longer any doubt that 
American labor leaders today are 
among the world’s most astute in­ 
vestors, realtors and financiers. 


NOT ALONE in this field is the 
teamsters’ union president D a v e 
Beck, who the other day proudly 
proclaimed he is a millionaire. 
There are scores of labor lead­ 
ers today who are successful busi­ 
nessmen. John L. Lewis, for ex­ 
ample. spends almost as much 
time running his National Bank of 
Washington these days as he does 
in his United Mine Workers head­ 
quarters. 
Sen. Pat McNamara (D-Mich) is 
not only the veteran unpaid presi­ 
dent of a Detroit steamfitters un­ 
ion local, but also a fairly affluent 
vice-president in charge of sales 
for Stanley-Carter Co., Detroit in­ 
dustrial plumbing a n d 
heating 
firm. 
The teamsters Union’s influential 
vice - president, James R. Hoffa, 
has considerable personal invest­ 
ments and has had his union’s pen­ 
sion and welfare fund buy 2 mil­ 
lion dollars worth of Montgomery- 
Ward stock. 
The records are not yet avail­ 
able, but it soon will be evident 
that Hoffa is not the only labor 
official who has taken such action 
in the Montgomery-Ward situation. 
This involves the fight by finan- 
cior*industrialist Louis Wolfson to 
win control of the mammoth mail 
order and retail firm. Right now 
there is a special agent making 
the rounds of labor circles seeking 
heavy investments in Montgomery- 
Ward stock so it can be voted for 
Wolfson in the showdown proxy 
count this spring. 
Not only are unions working to 
unseat curent managers of cor­ 
porations, but some have come to 
the aid of management in proxy 
fights. 


LATE LAST December, Chicago 
and Detroit locals of the United 
Auto Workers Union, whose nation­ 
al president is Walter Reuther, 
urged their members to buy stock 
in the Motor Products Corp. for 
which they worked. The members 
were asked to sign payroll deduc­ 
tion agreements so they could pick 
up at least 5,000 shares a month 
and thus increase the value of the 
stock. 
The objective was to jack the 
price up so high that it would be­ 
come unprofitable for the General 
Tire and Rubber Co. to buy the 
Motor Products Corp. The CIO uih ‘ 


ion came to the aid of the Motor 
Products management because the 
labor leaders wanted to deal with 
them in preference to the rubber 
firm—which finally withdrew. 
There is no limit to the type of 
labor investments. The other day 
the AFL’s influential, and recently 
revamped, international Brother­ 
hood of Electrical Workers bought 
majority stock control of the 4 mil­ 
lion dollar American Standard Life 
Insurance Co. of Washington, as 
an investment for the union’s pen­ 
sion fund. 


THIS COMPANY is authorized 
to write all kinds of life insur­ 
ance. Not only will the union’s own 
multi-million dollar welfare and 
pension fund insurance be handled 
by the company, but it will com­ 
pete on the open market for other 
insurance business. 
Just what effect all such transac­ 
tions will have on business no one 
can tell—and President Eisenhow­ 
er wants to know. To date there 
hasn’t been any effort by labor to 
combine its holdings and vote its 
stock in a bloc to control any big 
business. 
However, there is no doubt that 
John Lewis, through his bank; 
Dave Beck, who will have the au­ 
thority to invest some 7 million 
dollars of teamsters funds, or the 
other labor leaders, with influence 
in the welfare and pension pool of 
22 billion dollars already h a v e 
strong voices inside American in­ 
dustry.

Anybody who takes the Panama 
Canal for granted, along with our 
jurisdiction over the Canal Zone 
(a narrow right-of-way strip cross­ 
ing the isthmus) and who never 
think of Panama until a presiden­ 
tial assassination, might be re­ 
minded that negotiations between 
the U.S. and Panama for renewal 
of our waterway rights down there 
have been under dicker for nearly 
18 months.

Sen. George Revives Statesmanship

Once Over

The only point at which the Fah­ 
renheit and Centigrade thermomet­ 
ers coincide exactly is 40 degrees. 


Seldom in the 'history of the 
United States Senate has there 
been an address of statesmanship 
comparable to that delivered by 
Sen. George, chairman of the For­ 
eign Relations Committee, as he 
upheld President Eisenhower’s re­ 
quest for unrestricted authority to 
use the armed forces to defend 1 
Formosa and the American de­ 
fense line in the Far East. 
In contrast to the petty quibbles 
of some of his colleagues and the 
narrow interpretations which they 
interjected to hamstring the Amer­ 
ican forces if they should be at­ 
tacked from the small islands off 
the coast of China, the Georgia 
senator made clear in his speech 
that this is not the time to give 
the enemy a privileged sanctuary 
of retreat, as was the case in 
Korea. 
Such Americanism is a thrilling 
exhibition of the spirit that has 
governed the nation in all its past 
crises. It was especially stimulat­ 
ing to hear this doctrine from the 
lips of this senator — a veteran 
in experience in foreign affairs — 
as he cast aside all partisanship 
and focused on the central issue. 


INSTEAD OF leading to a pre­ 
ventive war — which is the smoke­ 
screen raised against all proper 
defense measures whenever it suits 
critics to use that term to break 
down American firmness — Sen. 
George showed how the American 
policy could deter the aggressor, 
prevent a big war from happening, 
and insure peace. 
“ I ask each man here,” declared 
George, “if the Congress of the 
United States is willing to with­ 
hold its moral support from the 1 
President of the United States un­ 
der these circumstances, what is 
your alternative? I ask each man 
what is his alternative?” 
This was a challenging point ad­ 
dressed to the restrictionists — 
those who would, in effect, notify 
the enemy that American ships 
could be fired on and that the 
American Congress was unwilling 
to vote the authority to fire back. 
Sen. George’s most telling point 
— and one that was persuasively 
presented, too, by Sen. Knowland, 
in the previous day’s debate — is 
that nobody knows from what point 
Formosa might be attacked and 
that it is imperative to notify the 
Red Chinese there would be un­ 
restricted retaliation. 
The effectiveness of the resolu­ 
tion is that it tells the whole world 
America not only will defend For­ 
mosa but will not 
hesitate* to 
bomb the approaches within a 
radius of several hundred miles 
if such a step becomes necessary 
to protect American ships and 
military installations. 


THE SAME OLD CRY — which 
has been heard again and again 
in instances of appeasement or in 
episodes in which there has been 
a fateful hesitation — has been re­ 
peated this week in the Senate. It 
is that the passage of the resolu­ 
tion might bring on war. 
Risks are always present in the 
evolution of international policy, 
but an unwillingness to make a 
clear statement of what counter- 
force will be brought to bear 
against an attacking force can only 
lead, as it has many times before, 
to an out-break of a major war. 
The London Daily Mail in an 
editorial says that such a clear 
warning as President Eisenhower 
can give by means of the joint 
resolution might — if issued be­ 
fore 1914 and 1939 — have pre­ 
vented two world wars. 
More and more members of the 
Senate have begun to see the joint 
resolution not as a narrow legalis­ 
tic instrument of international pol­ 
icy but as a pronouncement on a 
moral issue — to make the aggres­ 
sors respect the neutrality of For­ 
mosa. Formosa today has not been 
given to the regime on the main­ 
land because it has violated inter­ 


national obligations, including a 
flagrant act of aggression in Ko­ 
rea. 
The Chiang Kai-shek government 
is still the recognized government 
of China so far as the United States 
is concerned. Under international 
law, any request for military help 
from a recognized government is 
granted in accord with tradition 
and custom. 


SO THE FORMOSA resolution 
meets all the requirements of in­ 
ternational law and at the same 
time confirms the right of the 
United States to protect its mili­ 
tary position in the Far East. 
Some people in the Senate have 
forgotten that it was from For­ 
mosa that the Japanese planes 


launched 
t h e i r 
attack 
which 
caused our defeat in the Philip­ 
pines in 1942. Had America been 
able to dominate the air a few 
hundred miles a r o u n d Formosa, 
the surrender at Bataan would 
never Have occurred. 
The President has wisely assur­ 
ed Congress that he alone, as com­ 
mander in chief, will make the de­ 
cision as to when measures of re­ 
taliation against an attacking force 
will be ordered. For it will be with­ 
in his power to order American 
forces to repel attack and also to 
go as far out as necessary in pur- 
, suit of enemy planes. Had the U.S. 
forces been given that right, they 
would have won a victory in 
Korea.

Letter To The Editor 


A few days ago City Council an­ 
nounced its intention to have a 
survey made for the planning of 
future arterial thoroughfares with­ 
in the city. 
A study of this type is obviously 
quite desirable. It is, however, the 
belief of this writer that for such 
a program to effectively serve its 
purpose it should be undertaken as 
a part of a comprehensive city 
planning effort dealing with a l l 
major phases of community devel­ 
opment, rather than being limited 
to t r a f f i c movement problems 
alone. 
If the purpose of planning an 
arterial highway system is to an­ 
ticipate future as well as present 
needs, there should be some basis 
for forecasting what these future 
needs will be. 
In this respect, the master plan 
on which a comprehensive plan­ 
ning program is based would be 
the logical and most accurate guide 
possible for this purpose. In addi­ 
tion, the planning of highway im­ 
provements in conjunction with an 
over-all improvement p r o g r a m 
would not only reduce the construc­ 
tion costs but should effectively 
prevent the newly-constructed thor­ 
oughfares 
from 
re-creating the 
traffic problems they were de­ 
signed to eliminate. 
The 
need 
for 
comprehensive 


planning in this city is evident in 
other ways, too. Long overdue are 
building standards, zoning and oth­ 
er phases of planning which will 
promote good orderly development 
of the city, particularly the subur­ 
ban areas. 
Likewise, there is an urgent need 
for the reservation and reclaiming 
of suitable industrial sites to make 
possible the industrial growth of 
the city. Another very apparent 
problem is downtown traffic and 
parking. The need for planning also 
exists in sanitation matters, de­ 
velopment of recreational areas 
and city beautification. 
During the last few years a large 
number of cities, recognizing the 
need for drastic unified action, 
have adopted comprehensive plan­ 
ning programs. In Western Penn­ 
sylvania alone 90 cities either have 
adopted or are studying such pro­ 
grams at present. 
There is reason to believe this 
type of approach could, with effort 
and in time, bring a great deal of 
needed improvement to this com­ 
munity. 
For these reasons, this writer re­ 
spectfully suggests that City Coun­ 
cil enlarge the traffic thoroughfare 
survey, which is being contem­ 
plated, into a study of a full-scale 
comprehensive planning program.

A Sense Of Shyness

This 
department’s 
continuous 
personal poll on matters of continu­ 
ing personal interest reveals that 
shyness is something all human 
beings are born with and try, with 
varying success, to conceal. 
They never succeed in overcom­ 
ing it; they only succeed in living 
with it, after a fashion. In this re­ 
spect, it is like fear, which is 
something else all people possess 
and must learn to live with to the 
best of their ability. 
Self - assurance and cool cour­ 
age impress the watching world, 
but their possessors will admit 
nine times out of ten they are 
facades thrown up to conceal the 
shyness and trepidation that lie 
behind them. 
There has been no secret about 
this in the case of courage. Brave 
men have admitted freely they had 
to rise above their cowardice to be 
brave. But there has been a se­ 
cret about the universality of shy­ 
ness. 
Until attention was given to the 
things that cause men to be what 
they seem to be, it wasn’t even 
suspected, for instance, that blus­ 
ter and cockiness were more like­ 
ly to be symptoms of timidity than 
Aridness. 
Bluster and arm - twisting are 
extreme signs of assertiveness. 
Most people who feel shy are satis­ 
fied if they can conceal it only to 
the extent of not being visibly un­ 


comfortable when their shyness 
plagues them. 
Certainly among the public fig­ 
ures of recent years the man least 
likely to have been thought of a* 
shy was Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
Yet, he once told a woman who 
was visibly flustered in his pres­ 
ence because she couldn’t rise 
above her shyness that he had 
the same problem. 
He had learned how to solve it, 
he explained, by concentrating his 
attention on sr me other person, in­ 
stead of on himself. By trying to 
make the other person feel at ease, 
he made himself feel at ease, too. 
Hie logic of the advice is easy 
to follow, because shyness comes 
from a mistaken belief that its vic­ 
tim is the center of all attention. 
It is egocentrism, a lopsided point 
of view from which the world 
seems to be revolving around one’s 
self. Therefore, anything that proj­ 
ects the individual into a larger 
circle of interest offsets his shy­ 
ness. 
Unfortunately, 
s o m e of the 
means devised to conceal shyness 
are worse than the shyness, itself, 
would be. But if it were better un- 
dertood what lies behind them it 
would be easier to forgive blushing 
violets that turn into cactuses and 
easier to understand the awful 
sensq of inadequacy that lies be­ 
neath the slick exterior of many a 
i polished sophisticate.

‘A-CLOCK’ IOO TIMES MORE ACCURATE THAN EARTH. An atomic clock a hundred times more 
accurate than the earth’s rotation is displayed by its inventor, Columbia University physics Prof. 
Charles H. Townes, in New' York. The earth's rotation varies about a second every three years, while 
this device varies that much in only 300 years. It produces vibrations of 24 billion cycles per second 
directly from radiation of tiny bits of energy from ammonia particles. The device is called the maser 
—from microwave amplification by stimulated emission of radiation.
